Lend-lease

that 'lend-leaso aid should continue 
until the unconditional surrender of 
both .Inpan and Germany. 


Apparently taking note of state 


menls by some persons in and out 
of Congress that this vast program 
of Allied aid should be curtailed or 
dropped after Germany is defeated, 
the chief executive, in forwarding 
a quarterly report to Congress plac 
ing lend-lcnsc 
help through June 


30 at $28,351,000, asserted: 
"We should not permit any weak 


oning of this system of combinec 
war supply to delay final victory ; 
single dny or to cost unnecessarily 
the life of one American boy. 
"Until the unconditional surrend- 


er of both Japan and Germany, we 
should continue the lend-leasc pro- 
gram on whatever scale is neces- 
sary to make the combined striking 
power of all the United Nations 
against our enemies as overwhelm- 
ing and as effective us we can make 
it."We know now that by combining 
our power we can speed the day 
of certain .victory.
